Invoke Old U. S. Law to 
Protect Indian's Windfall 


NEOPIT, Wis. Wi— Authorities 


have resurrected a federal law to 
prevent a five million dollar wind- 
fall from turning the Menominee 
Indian Reservation into a sales- 
men's mecca. 


Two arrests already have been 


made and more are- anticipated. 


The windfa.ll came in the form 


of a 51.500 check from the federal 
government for each of the 3,254 
adult Menominpes on tribal rolls. 
The money, totaling $4,881.000, is 
part of a 9'j million dollar trust 
fund set up four years ago after 
the tribe won a lawsuit charging 
the government with mismanage- 
ment, of tribal affairs. 


Firs' payment was; providi"! for 


in legislation liberating the Indians 
from government control and su- 
pervision by 1959. 


What happens when s u d d e n 


wealth hits an Indian reservation? 
A buying spree is the logical an- 
swer. Stores in . the area have 
noted a boom in clothing and 
household furnishing purchases. 


But Henry Fontenelle. assistant 


supervisor of the reservation, says 
"it's too early to tell." 


"Although this is the largent 


jump sum the Indians have ever 
rrrrivnd," hr points out, "they've 
hrcn 
working steadily at. their 


lumber business a. long time and 
they're accustomed to money." 


However, state, county and local 


police want the Menominees to 
have time to make their own deci- 
sions on how to spend their new 
wraith without any pressure from 
talesmen. So an old federal law- 
barring peddleri and •oliators 


from Indian reservations without a 
license is being enforced again. 


A salesman for an auto firm was 


arrested Wednesday and charged 
with trading on the reservation 
without a license. Another auto 
firm was charged with attempting 
to sell cars from an unlicensed lot 
on the fringe of the reservation. 


Some of the Menominees are 


opening bank accounts for the first 
time. One of Shawano's two banks 
reported it cashed over $300,000 
in checks Tuesday and Wednesday, 
with about half of the Indians tak- 
ing cash and the rest depositing 
their funds.

This change is so small 
it is considered within the margin 
of statistical error.

Down Pay Cut 


SOUTH BEND. Ind. U*—Some 


5 000 workers at Studebaker Corp. 
Thursday night turned down a 15 
per cent pay cut which Interna- 
tional CIO United Auto Workers 
officials urged them to take to pro- 
tect their jobs. 


With only half of the firm's 


workers voting, a 3 to 2 margin 
was given against taking the de- 
crease in a show-of-handa vote 
which followed a heated 24 hour 
meeting. 


Paul G. Hoffman. Studebaker's 


board chairman, previously an 
nounced salaries to top executives 
had been cut 20 to 30 per cent 
in what he called a mulu-milhon- 
Uollar economy drive which start- 
ed last April. 


He added that 12 per cent ol 


Studebaker's executive 
personnel 


had been cut since the drive start- 
ed and that the program has saved 
about 10 million dollars on an an- 
nual basis. 


Addressing- the workers at the 


meeting were Louis J. Horvath, 
president of Studebaker Local 8 
and other international officials. 
All recomended the pay cut and 
other contract revisions.

To Determine What Foods 
To Avoid, Keep Food Diary 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


I have often wondered whether 


our 
ancestors" were

troubled with allergies as we are 
today. It may be that -they were, 
but with the exception of asthma 
they had so much difficulty with 
more serious diseases such ' as 
smallpox, thyphoid and diphtheria 
that they paid little attention to 
the minor allergies which we hear 
ao much about today. 


What is allergy? It can be de- 


fined most simply by calling it 
an increased or abnormal sensi- 
tiveness to some foreign substance 
— that is foreign to the body — 
which is inhaled in the foim of 
pollen from the air, taken into the 
body in foods, or come in contact 
with in such substances as hair. 
weeds or lacquer. 


Today. I shall discuss only those 


forms of allergic reactions which 
result from foods although these 
can produce any one of several 
different kinds of symptoms.

trouble. The history of reactions is 
impoitant. In other words,, a per 
son ought to know pretty well 
what he or she has eaten at a 
meal which was followed by aller- 
gic symptoms.

Trial diets which include or ex-

PEKIN. 111. UP)—Bulldoz- 


ers lunged at heaps of smol- 
dering debris today in a rush 
job to get the fire-scarred 
American Distilling Cd. plant 
cleaned up for near full-scale 
resumption of whisky making 
Monday. 


A spectacular two-day fire that 


killed six persons, injured 33 and 
caused more than $7,500,000 dam- 
age was brought under control 
Thursday night. 


The searing blue flame ate up 


from 90,000 to 110,000 barrels of 
aging whisky-enough liquor to fill 
mora than 22 million ordinary fifth 
gallon whisky bottles or a half-bil- 
lion standard one-ounce bar shot 
glasses. 


Taxes Lost 


This cost Uncle Sam at least 


$17.250,000 in potential alcohol tax 
collections—whisky being taxed at 
the rate of $10.50 a gallon as it is 
withdrawn 
from 
bonded ware- 


houses. 


However, Russell R. Brown of 


Greenwich, Conn., company presi- 
dent who hurried to the scene, said 
the fire loss to his firm was fully 
covered by insurance. 


He announced plans to have pro- 


duction operations up to almost full 
scale by Monday.

Veterans Administration hospitals 
sick and disabled vetreans with so- 
called non-service ailments and 
not able to pay for hospital care 
themselves. 


"2. It wants to send these veter- 


ans back to state, county, munici- 
pal and private hospitals which 
already have more than full occu- 
pancy. 


"3. It proposes to treat these 


veterans as paupers and indigenes 
without regard for their contribu- 
tion to the defense of our country. 


"4. Crusading for destruction of 


that phase of the present program 
which assures highest quality of 
care for the service-connected and 
eligible non-service-connected dis- 
abled veterans. 


"Destroys Program" 


"5. It seeks to destroy the pre- 


sumptive service connection pro- 
gram which has enabled worthy 
disabled veterans to prove their 
disablements due to war service. 


The American Medical Assn. said 


in a. statement it "has always sup- 
ported the best medical care pos- 
sible for the veteran injured in 
service, but it has critically exam- 


ined the provision of 'free' hospital 
care by the federal government to j 
veterans with non-semce-cormeci- 
ed disabilities." 


The statement by DF. George P. 


Lull, secretary and general man- 
ager of AMA, added that "55 per 
cert of :he veterar.s admitted to 
veterans hospitals each year have 
disabilities that have no relation 
to their service in the armed 
forces." 


Connell continued in his speech: 
"We countered AMA charges 


whenever and wherever 
made, 


with the result this particular anti- 
veteran crusade has lost not only 
headway but followers." 


"We are not asking handouts for 


20 million veterans . . .but we 
are asking and will continue to 
fight for the finest possible treat- 
ment of those veterans who need 
and have earned the assistance of 
a grateful government." 


Raps Girl Scouts 


A convention commission's pro- 


posed resolution criticizing what it 
called distribution of "United Na- 
tions and world government pro- 
paganda" by the Girl Scouts of 
America was met by a reply from 
A Girl Scout spokesman that the 
commission's charges are false. 


The resolution urges 'withdraw- 


al of all efforts to secure contri- 
butions and memberships for con- 
ducting the Girl Scouts." 
It said 


the 1953 Girl Sccut official hand- 
book omits 
"Americanism mat- 


ters" and emphasizes "United Na- 
tions matters." 


Omissions included, the resolu- 


tion said, were the Pledge of Al- 
legiance to the Flag, the Bill of 
Rights of the United States Con- 
stitution and a section explaining 
the Constitution.

An Example 


If a husband and v-.fe both have 


dividend income, and they file a 
joint return, they can deduct divi- 
dends recevied by each of them up 
to $50. for a total deduction of $100. 
But if the wife receives S35 in 
dividends and the husband $65, 


ran deduct onlv SS5—the $50 


for the nusband and Lne . 


$35 for the wife. 


Here are examples of now all 


this adds up on tax returns. 


Say vou have a family of four 


w ith $9 500 regular income and 
$1 000 income from dividends—a 
total of $10 500. 


Both husband and wife have 


more than $50 in dividends, so first 
\ou subtract the $100 dividend ex- 
clusion, leaving $10,400 in income. 


Then you subtract your $2,400 in 


pet sonal exemptions and the stand- 
ard personal deduction of $1,000. 
leaving taxable income of $9,700. 


Your regular tax rate would run 


to a tax bill of $1,460 But now 
>ou take 4 per cent of the $900 in 
dividends left after your exclusion 
This is $36, which is subtracted 
fiom $1 460 to leave a final tax 
foment 0! $: 421 


The Savings 


The dividend provision saved you 


$53—$22 on your $100 exclusion, 
and $36 on your 4 per cent credit
